For daughter Sarah, the 
Hoad Hill race marked 
her fourth marathon in 12 
months. 

The family, who are mem¬ 
bers of Haverhill Running 
Club, are no strangers to ex¬ 
treme challenges, compet¬ 
ing in races across Asia and 
Europe.

Man’s life is saved by a smoke 
alarm in dramatic house blaze 


A MAN has a smoke alarm to 
thank for his life after a fire 
gutted his home. 

Damian Austin, 42, was 
asleep when flames took 
hold of the house in Bladon 
Way, Haverhill at around 
9.30am on Sunday. 

His sister Selina says he 
only just escaped the house 
as flames and smoke en¬ 
gulfed the first floor. 

“My brother was home 
alone - my mum and dad 
were on their way to see 
grandchildren in the Mid¬ 
lands,” she said. 

“They had a phone call 
from someone they know 
who could see the smoke, 
so they turned around and 
came straight home. 

“The smoke alarm woke 
him, it saved his life, he 
had been asleep in the next 
room. 

“By the time he came 
downstairs and called 999, 
the first floor was all filled 
with smoke.” 

Ms Austin, who lives in the 
town’s Osprey Road, says she 
could see the smoke as she 
raced to the family home. 

“It was awful,” she said. 
“I’m just grateful my brother 
got out safe and nobody was 
hurt.

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“Everything on the top 
floor, at least, is gone. I don’t 
think there’s any way to get 
upstairs. 

“It’s hard to tell where to 
go from here.” 

Fire crews from across 
Suffolk and Cambridgeshire 
attended the blaze after re¬ 
ceiving multiple calls report¬ 
ing smoke. 

Firefighters had to aban¬ 
don fighting the fire from 
inside after the structure be¬ 
came unsafe. 

Station commander for 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service, Dale Nunn, said: 
“When we arrived the fire 
was well developed on the 
first floor and quickly spread 
to the rafters and loft space. 

“Crews did enter the house 
using breathing apparatus 
but it was then deemed an 
unsafe structure and crews 
withdrew. 

“It was external fire fight¬ 
ing from that point on.” 

Neighbour Mark Ives, who 
lives on the corner of Bladon 
Way and Blenheim Close, 


said he heard what sound¬ 
ed like gunshots at around 
9.30am. 

He said: “I heard all this 
cracking, almost like gun¬ 
shots but it was just the glass 
breaking. 

“You could see the flames 
at the front window and 
just panicked that it would 
spread. 

“The smoke was coming 
out the roof and people just 
wanted to make sure the 
family were safe and every¬ 
one was out.” 

The entire roof of the 
house, which was built by 
the Austins in 1971, has dis¬ 
integrated and the fire ser¬ 
vice confirmed the family 
would not be able to return 
for some time. 

They had put out the fire 
by noon but were still moni¬ 
toring the home in the after¬ 
noon for potential hotspots. 

Ms Austin said she thought 
fire crews had established 
where the fire had started in 
the bedroom. They were still 
investigating the cause, but 
believed it might be electri¬ 
cal, she added. 

Two neighbouring homes 
had to be temporarily evacu¬ 
ated because of the smoke.

School bus transformed 
into homeless shelter 



PROJECT OF PASSION:

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A SCHOOL bus has been renovated to be 
used as a homeless shelter. 

The double decker 966 bus used to run 
between Haverhill and Clare, but now it will 
act as a mobile hostel with bunks for up to 
14 rough sleepers, and the lower deck can be 
converted to four more. 

The bus was donated from the Haverhill 
depot of Stephensons bus company just an 
hour after it completed its last school run in 
January. 

Gareth Brenland, 41, and his partner Sarah, 
40, both quit their jobs in March this year to 
take on the renovation full time. 

Gareth said: “We picked the bus on the 
same morning it finished its last school run. 
We had asked lots of big bus companies like 
Arriva and Stagecoach but none were suit¬ 
able and then we saw this one on eBay. 

“I called up Stephensons, and they said 
they would give it to us for free. I didn’t know 
what to think, we were committed to doing 
it then.” 

Gareth was inspired to start a shelter af¬ 
ter he and his partner came across a rough 
sleeper in November last year. 

He said: “We went on a date night in No¬ 
vember and saw a rough sleeper. At dinner 


we asked for them to box up some food to 
take to him, but when I went back out he was 
gone. 

“A few days later, he was still on my mind. 
I said: T have to do something’. I put a call 
out for warm clothes and sleeping bags. We 
started thinking about can we open a cafe or 
training centre, and then Sarah saw an arti¬ 
cle about a bus on the Isle of Wight, and we 
started looking for a bus.” 


Gareth, who used to own an electric and 
property business, did almost all the work 
himself and named the bus Tiffers, after his 
daughter Tiffani. 

Almost all of the estimated £25,000 of work 
was paid for using crowdfunding and dona¬ 
tions. 

On the top deck, each bunk comes with its 
own LED night light, USB charging socket 
and privacy curtains. In an emergency, the 



downstairs seating area can be converted to 
an extra four beds to sleep 18. 

There will also be wash facilities, shower 
and a toilet, a functional kitchen, which 
will serve breakfast, lunch, teas and cof¬ 
fees throughout the day. Main meals will be 
provided from an outside company free of 
charge thanks to The Teapot Project. There is 
also a chill out area and a PC area for guests 
to use for applications and researching. 

The last touches are being made to the 
shelter, with the service launching in Ipswich 
on August 28, travelling around the city to 
help people most in need. 

A shop has also been set up selling clothes 
and other items to raise funds for the shelter. 

Crowdfunding is ongoing to help cover the 
cost of road tax and insurance.

MOST CRIMES: Haverhill High Street tops the town's list 


Town’s crime 
hotspots named 


FIGURES released to the 
News following a Freedom 
of Information request have 
revealed the most crime- 
ridden streets in Haverhill. 

The roads included in the 
list had the highest number 
of crimes recorded between 
2015 and 2017. 

In total there were 4,873 
offences in Haverhill over 
the last two years. 

High Street topped the list 
with 326 crimes, while less 
than half this number -162 
- took place in second place 
Cangle Road. 

Matt Paisley, Acting 
Inspector for Sudbury and 
Haverhill, said: “We have 
seen significant changes 
in the way some types of 
crimes are recorded and 
categorised, following 
changes in legislation and 
National Crime Recording 
Standards, which are likely 
to have impacted on these 
figures. We are now far more 
robust in what we record 
and how we record it. 

“The increase does not 
necessarily mean more 
crime is happening, rather 
there is a greater consistency 
when recording crime and 
victims recognising what 
constitutes an offence and 
feeling more able to come 
forward.” 

He added: “However, we 
do review patterns of crime 
reported to us to identify 
hotspot areas and conduct 
regular patrols to ensure we 
maintain a consistent police 
presence, including at late 
night venues, to detect and 
deter offences. 

“We also recognise that 
some of those who commit 
crime are vulnerable so, as 
well as enforcement activity, 
we work with partner 
agencies to offer specialist 
support services.” 

1. High Street 

Haverhill’s main street 
recorded 326 crimes over 
the last two financial years. 

However, the number of 
crimes recorded has fallen 
in the last 12 months. 

In 2015-16 181 crimes 
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were recorded, compared to 
145 in 2016-17. 

Crimes that made up 
the total number included 
arson, possession of an 
offensive weapon and drug 
trafficking. 

2. Cangle Road 

Over the two years, 162 
crimes were recorded, 
nearly half of that reported 
in High Street. 

Possession of weapons, 
public fear alarm or distress 
and violence with injury 
were some of the crimes 
committed. 

However, the number of 
crimes also fell here with 85 
crimes recorded in 2015-16, 
compared to 77 in 2016-17. 

3. Camps Road 

There were 147 crimes in 
Camps Road between 2015 
and 2017. 

However, despite being 
third on the list, the area 
saw the largest reduction 
in recorded crime among 
the top 10 with 27 fewer 
incidents in 2016-17 
compared to 2015-2016. 

There were 60 in the last 
12 months, compared to 85 
the year before. 

Crimes included assault, 
harassment and possession 
of drugs. 

4. Jubilee Walk 

Arson, possession of 
drugs and violence with 
injury were among the 100 
crimes recorded in Jubilee 
Walk in the last two years. 

The number of crimes 
went down from 56 in 2015- 
16 to 44 in 2016-17. 

5. Lord’s Croft Lane 

A total of 94 crimes were 
recorded in Lord’s Croft 
Lane. 

Recorded crime fell from 
48 in 2015-16 to 46 in 2016- 
17. 

Crimes included bike 
theft, common assault 
and battery and criminal 
damage. 

6. Haycocks Road 


Over two years 90 crimes 
were recorded. 

Haycocks Road is the 
first street on the list where 
crime increased. 

It went up from 44 in 
2015-16 to 46 in 2016-17. 

Criminal damage, 

harassment causing alarm 
or distress and interfering 
with a motor vehicle 
were among the crimes 
recorded. 

7. ChalkstoneWay 

In total 85 crimes were 
recorded in ChalkstoneWay. 

Recorded crime fell from 
48 in 2015-16 to 37 in 2016- 
17. 

Crimes in the last two 
years have included arson, 
harassment and theft. 

7. Queen Street 

In joint seventh place 
is Queen Street, with 85 
recorded crimes over the 
two years. 

Recorded crime fell by 
one - from 43 in 2015-16 to 
42 in 2015-2016. 

Assault, criminal damage 
and shoplifting were among 
the offences recorded. 

8. Burton End 

A total of 82 crimes were 
recorded in Burton End. 

The street saw the biggest 
rise in crime with 59 
incidents recorded in 2016- 
17, compared to 23 in 2015- 
16. 

Crimes recorded included 
aggravated vehicle taking, 
criminal damage and sexual 
offences. 

9. Withersfield Road 

Withersfield Road was 
home to 69 crimes. 

Again crime fell from 39 in 
2015-16 to 30 in 2016-17. 

Assault, dwelling burglary, 
possession of drugs and 
robbery were among the 
crimes recorded. 

10. Abercorn Court 

Over the last two years, 53 

crimes were recorded here. 

Crime went down from 30 
in 2015-16 to 23 in 2016-17. 

Crimes recorded included 
burglary in a dwelling, 
criminal damage and 
possession of drugs with 
intent to supply.

Mum’s battle to get the 
right treatment for son 


KELLY Outlaw was worried she’d just be¬ 
come a paranoid new mum. 

At a few months old people comment¬ 
ed that her newborn Archie had a bit of an 
oddly shaped head but doctors assured 
her Archie was perfectly normal. 

But Kelly was convinced something 
was wrong, and she was right - after 30 
doctor appointments and countless hos¬ 
pital visits Kelly was told Archie had a rare 
skull condition. 

Cranio synostosis causes the skull to 
fuse early and in Archie’s case treatment 
was left for so long that it began to cause 
speech, hearing and developmental de¬ 
lays. 

Kelly, from Haverhill, said: “When he 
was born he was really healthy, his head 
shape was perfect. When he was about 
five months old his head shape started to 
change. The GP said ‘No, it’s all fine and 
normal’ but it wasn’t, it was getting worse. 

“Then I was told he had flat head syn¬ 
drome, which it gets misdiagnosed with 
a lot. 

“I thought maybe it was just me being 
a paranoid mum. Because he was my first 
I didn’t know what was normal. I asked 
about his head, but I trusted that the peo¬ 
ple who are meant to know what they are 
talking about were right.” 

Kelly was so worried about Archie be¬ 
ing picked on that she started putting hats

on him, keeping prying eyes and pointing 
fingers away from her baby. 

Then when he was seven months old, a 
hospital admission for a breathing prob¬ 
lem unexpectedly gave Kelly the answers 
she needed. 

She said: “While we were there a doctor 
came by and asked ‘What kind of cranio 
does he have?”’ 

Kelly says she owes everything to that 
one doctor at West Suffolk Hospital be¬ 
cause things could have got a lot worse. 

Lrom there, Archie was referred to Great 
Ormond Street Hospital (GOSH) in Lon¬ 
don at a year old for specialist care and 
tests before a final diagnosis was given. 

But despite now having a diagnosis, it 
took Kelly nearly three years, dropping 
GOSH for a second assessment at John 
Radcliffe’s Hospital in Oxford, before Ar¬ 
chie was given the surgery he needed. 

The operation involved surgeons taking 
apart Archie’s skull, breaking it into pieces 
to then rebuild it so his brain had room 
to grow. 

As a result of his misshapen skull, which 
was left for so long, Archie had an inter- 
cranial pressure build-up and his brain 
had no room to grow. 


Kelly says when surgeons took his skull 
apart Archie’s brain visibly expanded. 

Kelly said: “His skull explained his 
speech issues and hearing, it was all his 
cranio. It’s not normal for children to have 
their surgery so late at three-and-a-half 
years old, it’s normally diagnosed within 
six months and surgery is when children 
are a year to a 18 months old. 

Since then, Kelly has set up a support 
group and Lacebook group, Cranio Rib¬ 
bons, for parents of children with cranio- 
synostosis so that they can get the help 
and guidance they need. 

She said: “If I had known what I know 
now then it might have been different. 
Now I want to prevent parents going 
through what I did. 

“I wanted to give people the right infor¬ 
mation that’s relevant in the UK. 

“I also run a support group for parents 
whose children have been diagnosed 
with the condition. 

“Through the page I have helped many 
families get referrals to specialists after 
being told their child’s head shape is nor¬ 
mal and they finally get the diagnosis they 
have been fighting for.” 

Now aged 7, Archie’s hearing is still a 
problem but his mum says his speech has 
improved a lot. 

Kelly also fundraises for affected fami¬ 
lies.

THE wait for exam results day undoubtedly 
causes a lot of stress for young people who 
have just sat their GCSEs and A-levels. 

With A-level results coming out today, and 
GCSEs out the week after on August 24, sup¬ 
port and advice is needed now more than 
ever. 

Childline is offering an NSPCC support 
service to young people who may want ad¬ 
vice as they wait anxiously for their grades to 
be released. 

The charity’s exam-related counselling 
sessions rose sharply in 2016/17 - up 68 per 
cent in the last two years. 

Young people told counsellors they were 
disappointed with themselves and worried 
their grades might affect them getting into 
the university or college of their choice, while 
others were concerned about their parent’s 
reaction to their results. 

Anxiety and low mood were also men¬ 
tioned when discussing exam results, with 
some saying they were struggling to cope 
with the pressure to do well and achieve top 
grades. 

One girl who contacted Childline said: “I 
am so worried about my exam results I feel 
sick. I studied all day and overnight for them. 

“If I don’t get all As I’ll feel like I’ve let eve¬ 
ryone down and my parents will be disap¬ 
pointed. I want to make them proud.” 

A teenage boy said: “I failed one of my ex¬ 
ams and I’m so upset. I passed all of the rest 
but my parents are still really disappointed 
and have made me feel stupid and like a fail¬ 
ure.” 

Childline has advice for young people 
waiting for exam results day: 

• Don’t panic if you don’t get the results you 
were hoping for. 

• You may have to make some tough deci¬ 
sions but remember you always have options 
and you can get help. 

• Everyone is different so try not to compare 
your results to your friends or classmates. 

• If you’re disappointed with your results it 
can help to talk to a teacher or someone you 
trust about how you’re feeling. 

The NSPCC has also released advice for 
parents and carers. 

The charity says parents should not place 
pressure on children to gain certain grades. 

They said: “Your child may find it hard to 
talk to you about their results so be patient 
and supportive until they feel ready to open 
up about how they feel. 

“Encourage your child to take their time 
to think about what they want to do next. 
There’s no need to rush into a decision 
straightaway.”

Villagers react with fury after 
being locked out of beauty spot

FURIOUS villagers are banding to¬ 
gether after being locked out of a 
local beauty spot. 

Steel fences and gates have been 
erected to bar people from us¬ 
ing a network of footpaths wind¬ 
ing through Granta Park, home to 
many of the Cambridge area’s top 
research companies. 

The scenic park estate at Great 
Abington sprawls across 160 acres, 
and has a network of woodland 
walks. 

People at Great and Little Abing¬ 
ton say residents have been allowed 
access to the footpaths for more 
than two decades, but now they 
have been blocked by metal gates 
and fences. 

Earlier this week, Abington Vil¬ 
lage Institute was packed as a 
residents’ meeting was called to 
discuss the clampdown, which is 
understood to have been author¬ 
ised for security reasons. 

A village spokesman said after 
the meeting: “There was standing 
room only. Villagers turned out in 


force to express their displeasure 
at the recent closure of access to 
Granta Park science park. 

“More than 600 villagers have 
already signed a petition objecting 


to the closure. Monday’s meeting 
ended with unanimous support for 
the parish team as they prepare for 
an open meeting on September 5, 
at which it is hoped that the owners 


of Granta Park will propose a solu¬ 
tion to enable villagers to continue 
to have access while meeting the 
park’s requirements for greater se¬ 
curity.”

The chairman of the parish coun¬ 
cil, Bernie Talbot, said: “This un¬ 
precedented turnout reflects the 
strength of feeling following the in¬ 
stallation of gates and fences which 
exclude villagers from a network 
of permissive footpaths that have 
been used and enjoyed for more 
than 20 years.” 

The News has asked Granta Park 
to comment, and a spokeswoman 
said its senior director was in the 
United States at present, and had 
been made aware of the request.

T OSSED between clawing 
waves with only a wooden 
oar and magician's top hat, 
Moominpappa embarks on 
a whimsical journey to find 
a distant lighthouse. 

It's 34 years since I read the story 
of a snouty patriarch who frolics 
with seahorses and befriends The 
Groke, a desperately lonely figure 
scarred with a permanent scowl. 

But I do recall a handwritten 
inscription in my copy of Moomin¬ 
pappa At Sea, promising the 
Moomins would take me on a 
special adventure one day. 

Now I'm standing in front of a 
first edition illustrated book sleeve, 
part of a 2,000-strong collection of 
drawings, triptychs and related 
paraphernalia on rotated display at 
the world's only Moomin Museum, 
which recently opened in Tampere, 
a two-hour train ride north from 
Helsinki. 

Since Finnish artist, sculptor and 
illustrator Tove Jansson published 
her first book in 1945, the magical 
Moominvalley has become a 
worldwide cult phenomenon; 
children are drawn to the playful, 
fanciful characters, while the droll 
humour resonates with an older 
audience. 

Jansson's Moomin work was 
donated to the 
Tampere Art Museum 
in 1986, after Helsinki 
City Museum declined 
the collection on the 
basis it wasn't "proper 
art'! A temporary 
exhibition of 100 pieces 
in the Tampere gallery's 
basement lasted for 
three decades, until 
structural damage 
resulted in an evacua¬ 
tion three years ago. 

Moomin Museum 
Director Taina Myllyharju 
was given an "almost 
unlimited'' budget to 
employ the best archi¬ 
tects, artists and designers in her 
quest for creating a new space in 
the park-fringed Tampere Hall. 

A reading library stocks the 12 
Moomin books in multiple 
languages, and a shop sells themed 
postcards and stamps (conveni¬ 
ently, there's a postbox on site) and 
exclusive merchandise given the 
seal of approval by Tove's niece, 
Sophia Jansson. 

"We even have the world's only 
Moomin conservator," Taina 
proudly proclaims. 

Restoring the works, particularly 
the detailed triptychs Jansson 
worked on with her life partner, 
graphic artist Tuulikki Pietila, was a 
painstaking business. Often, the 
women would use anything they 
could find lying around in the 


summer cottage they shared on the 
remote island Klovharu. These 
colourful 3D scenes were ephem¬ 
eral snatches of imagination; they 
weren't designed to last. 

Crossing a wasteland on spindly, 
insect-leg stilts, Moomintroll and 
Sniff stare up at a cobweb-shrouded 
model schooner. The Jansson family 
heirloom forms the centrepiece of a 
tableau from the apocalyptic Comet 
in Moominland, which critics have 
linked to post-war gloom and the 
looming spectre of nuclear attacks. 

As for the delicate charcoal, pen 
and watercolour drawings, they will 
never go on loan again, she insists, 
and lights are kept permanently 
dimmed in the two-storey exhibi¬ 
tion space to preserve them. 

Under the cover of darkness, I 
comfortably sink into the Moomin's 
make-believe world, with the help 


of several interactive displays; 
inside a cavernous top hat, a 
projector bestows my shadow with 
loppy Sniff ears, and by waving my 
hands, I can throw bolts of lightning 
above a mural of ghostly, wide-eyed 
Hattifatteners. 

From fireball comets hurtling 
towards Earth, to belligerent waves 
threatening to swallow the sky, 
Jansson was fascinated by the forces 
of nature. On her birthday, August 
9, which also marked the museum's 
official opening, she would swim in 
the sea with a crown of plaited 
flowers around her head. 

So it's fitting Tampere is a city 
connected to wilderness. 

Two giant lakes sitting at different 
elevations create a source of 
hydroelectric power which has 
shaped the industrial 'Manchester 
of Finland! But the environment is 
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still respected. 

Heidi Savolainen from Adventure 
Apes introduces me to the region's 
sauna culture, on a trip to Rauh- 
aniemi, set on the birch tree-lined 
shores of Lake Nasijarvi. 

"There is always room for one," 
she declares as we squeeze our 
pefletti (wooden sauna seats) into a 


narrow room heaving with sweaty 
flesh and plumes of steam. 

Fat men with bloated, braised 
bellies line the benches like a 
coconut shy, and gasping women 
shake rivulets of sweat from their 
cleavages. It's a level of body 
confidence that would send shivers 
through most Brits. 


After 20 minutes spent boiling my 
blood, I step outside and climb 
down a set of metal stairs into the 
crisp, satin-soft lake, where the 
stinging shock of cold water 
becomes perversely addictive. 
Afterwards, I follow a path into the 
forest, picking plump blueberries 
and fan-leafed wood sorrel so sharp 


it leaves me grimacing like The 
Groke. 

The herb appears on my dinner 
plate that evening, as part of 
six-course taster menu at restaurant 
C. Ilka Isotalo and his team take 
pride in using ingredients sourced 
from a maximum 50km radius. 
Snowy elderflower sprays dance 


around a party of peas and roasted 
rooster, and slithers of rose petal 
perfume a sweet brown butter cream. 

Although Jansson spent much of 
her time on Klovharu and visited 
Tampere, she lived, worked and died 
in Helsinki. Throughout her life, she 
was desperate to be taken seriously 
as an artist and several of her murals 
are on display at the Helsinki Art 
Museum (HAM). 

In Electricity, a piece commis¬ 
sioned for the Pitajanmaki factory of 
the Stromberg company, luminous 
lightning veins strike just like they do 
above Moominvalley, and in the 
fresco Party In The City, a small 
Moomintroll hides in the corner. 

In fact, the fairy-tale creatures can 
be found all over the capital; since 
December 2016, five themed Mumin 
Kaffes have opened, with play areas, 
plush toys and peaceful surroundings. 

Next month, fashion label Chinti & 
Parker will launch a range of limited 
edition Moomin cashmere jumpers, 
and in October London's Dulwich 
Picture Gallery will host a major UK 
retrospective of Tove Jansson's work. 

Clearly, Moominpappa's humble 
ship is setting sail for world domina¬ 
tion, and we're all invited to jump on 
board. Several decades on from my 
first encounter with the adorable 
flumpy characters, it's an adventure 
I'm happy to embrace.
